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Republican revival at polls 


You would have to call 1988 the 
year of the Republican revival in 
Wilmington. Although the winners 
were heavily Democratic, the GOP 
gains at the polls on Tuesday were 
noteworthy. 

Following the national trend, 
residents cast 4,574 votes for the 
Republican ticket of George Bush 
and Dan Quayle and 3,969 votes for 
Gov, Michael Dukakis and running 
mate Lloyd Bentsen. 

Tt was a resounding defeat for a 
Democratic governor in a Demo- 
cratic town in his home state. The 
Bush-Quayle ticket drew 53 
percent of the vote. 

Tn 1980, Reagan and Bush drew 
3717 votes out of 8097 cast, 45 
percent. In 1984, they drew 4839 
out of 8031, 60 percent. In cach of 
those elections, though, the Demo- 
crats were not Bay Staters. 

A total 8784 residents or 83.5 
percent of registered voters in

In 
Precinct Six, Democrat Geoffrey 
Beckwith drew 842 votes to 499 for 
Republican Roy Williamson. Bed- 
ford Republican Robert Avakian 
pulled 550 votes in Precinct Three, 
where Rep. Augusto Grace had 855 
votes, 

Senator Robert Buell, the lone 
candidate for the state senate, made 
a good showing with 5,423 votes. 
Precincts}, 2, 4, and 5 cast 4,480 
votes for Rep. James Miceli, who 
ran unoppos: 

Republican Joseph Malone gar- 
nered a credible 3,380 votes in his 
bid for the seat of U.S. Senator 
Edward Kennedy. Kennedy re- 
ceived 5,081 votes. Malone's 
campaign manager was Wilming- 
ton Moderator Michael Caira. 

Some observors claimed it was 


the four controversial ballot ques- 
tions, as much as the presidential 
candidates, which drew the steady 
stream of voters to the polls 
throughout the day. All four 
questions went down in flames. 

An overwhelming 7,362 voters 
disapproved a salary increase for 
state legislators as outlined in 
Question 1. Only seven residents 
favored the pay hike. The majority 
of Wilmington citizens also voted 
to keep the prevailing wage, to 
disapprove stricter regulations for 
farm animals, and to keep nuclear 
power plants open in the Com- 
monwealth, 

Town Clerk Pat Ward said she 
had expected a heavy turnout based 
‘on the 322 absentee ballots sub- 
mitted to her office. It was those 
ballots which delayed the final 
count until after midnight on 
election night.

Duplex housing project 
proposed for Oakridge Circle

Another affordable housing pro- 
ject utilizing the state's Chapter 774 
law has been proposed for a 1.7 
acre parcel off Oakridge Circle. 

According to proponents Joe and 
Gloria Raetano, this second pro- 
posal is for five duplexes instead of 
the original 16 townhouse style 
condominiums. Three of those 10 
duplex units would be set aside as 
affordable for first time home- 
buyers under the Homeownership 
Opportunity Program, 

Al Monday's board of selectmen 
meeting in Wilmington, the Rae- 
tanos said there would be a 20 to 30 
foot buffer zone and units would be 
50 feet off the lot lines. Access 
Would be through a deeded right of 
way (hich the original property 
ownef, Mr. Blum, claims may have 
been obtained "under fradulent 
circumstances.” A large septic 
system would service the entire 
project. 


The Raetanos condo proposal fell 
through when it was denied funding 
by the state. 

Then, as now, neighbors spoke 
out against the project's density, 
potential traffic and safety hazards, 
and an expected increase in water 
problems if the project goes 
through. 

Selectman Dan Ballou, who grew 
up in that neighborhood, spoke 
against the development. He told 
the Raetanos he opposed it because 
it was too dense, would devaluate 
property values, and was “in- 
consistent” with the neighborhood. 
Others feared possible blasting 
because of ledge on site and 
wondered who would be living in 
the units. 

"Youre right in my backyard and 
I'd like to know who's getting them 
(the units),” cried out one abuttor. 
He was told Wilmington residents 
would be eligible for the three 
lower cost units, 
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Selectmen explained their hands 
were “tied” on such state projects 
because Chapter 774 allows the 
developer to bypass town regu- 
lations if the community” doesn't 
have 10 percent of its housing stock 
designated affordable. The Rae- 
tanos said the units would be for 
first time homebuyers in Wilming- 
ton who seek attractive, lower cost 
homes. 

Proponents plan to bring their 
proposal before the Wilmington 

Planning Board later this month, 
* They said they have already filed 

for a comprehensive permit with

Other accounts which were 
overdrawn were: psychological 
services, telephones, electricity, 
maintenance of equipement, athle- 
tic services, other student body 
activities, postage, dues, adver- 
tising, custodial equipment, and 
acquisition and improvement of 
equipment. 

The overdrawn accounts total 
$45,465.91 in salary accounts, and

Interim Supt. John Stella spoke of 
a “black scenario” -- what would 
happen if the town meeting turned 
down the transfer requested in 
Article Seven.

The town 
would then have to pay the overdue 
amounts, plus penalties and legal 
fees. Additionally, the unpaid status 


* of the bills would affect the town's 


credit rating and bond rating. 

The transfer, said School Com- 
mittee Chairman Dr. Michacl Tho- 
mas, would keep programs and jobs 
intact, with no change in the quality 
of education. Futthermore, he said, 
it would not affect the tax rate. 

The transfer would use funds 
from the town's “free cash", money 
left over at the end of the past fiscal 
year on the town hall side of the 
budget. 

‘The free cash became available to 
the school department as a part of 
an agreement worked out between 
school and town officials. Under 
that agreement, the money would 
‘be used to bail out the school deficit 
provided that the school accountant 


establish a link to the town accoun- 
tant, and use the same computer 
system, Supt. Stella said he was 
happy with this arrangement, and 
that it was not his intent to have the 
school-system work alone. He said 
the school department was now 
submitting monthly reports to the 
town hall, just as would any other 
department. 

Dr. Thomas said that they were 
trying to take things that were 
wrong and rectify them, They were 
concentrating on looking for long- 
term answers. 

One procedure which will be 
changed is in budgeting. Previously 
line items would be short-changed, 
with transfers later made to cover 
shortages. Since the school depart- 
ment has bottom-line autonomy, 
there was no problem with doing 
this, other than having no clear 
picture of what was happening. 

In the future, said DeRoeve, the 
school department will adjust 
budget accounts to reflect actual 
expenditures, This will increase the

issue still unresolved

Six months after a request was 
first made to restrict heavy trucks 
on Salem Street, a group of 
neighbors, led by Tony Capuano, 
and Wilmington selectmen are still 
at odds. 

The neighbors on Monday night 
urged selectmen to meet with 
Tewksbury officials to resolve the 
issue, despite the fact that selectmen 
said they-plan to do just that at the 
end of November. Selectmen 
explained they hope to clarify the 
whole matter and learn why 
Tewksbury selectmen would not 
support the exclusion, 

In a recent letter, Tewksbury 
officials claimed the proposed 
restriction would strain their 
town's manpower and budget 
resources and the alternate road 
being proposed would ‘negatively 
impact the 1-495-38 intersection. 
Chairman Jim Stewart said he was 
confused by the response and felt 
"it's not clear where they're 
coming from." 

To further complicate matters, 
John McElhinney, Acting District 
Highway Engincer for the state 
DPW, told the town he would need 
“explicit” written approval from 
Tewksbury before he could move 
on the exclusion. He added 


spreliminary review shows the

Both the state and Tewksbury are

Relocation plan

Jeff Miller came before the board 
on behalf of; father, engineer 
Ken Miller, AM previous meeting, 
Miller's plan fo file a notice of 
intent on his own property was 
denied by-the board. As a result, 
Miller appealed the decision to the 
state DEQE. That appeal still 
stands. 

On Wednesday, Miller brought in 
an alternate plan to the boafd 
because of time constraints to move 
his building. Commissioners said 
there was no need to file a new plan 
since the only problem with the 
first one was the proposed filling of 
wetlands for no evident reason. 
They asked why Miller didn't just 
bring back a complete plan showing 


filling for all future expansion. If it 
was justified, they said, they could 
allow the filling of wetlands. The 
main problem, according to com- 
missioners, was Miller's intention 
to fill and disturb wetlands to make 
the site more marketable. 

"You're not clarifying for us 
what your intention is for the site,” 
claimed Tom Roussell. 

He advised Miller to withdraw his 
appeal and "start from scratch.” He 
told Miller "we'll let you move the 
house. Give us a reason and we'll 
let you fill 5,000 square feet. But 
we can't do it for a building in the 
future (without a complete plan)," 
he said. 

Commissioners felt the least time 
consuming approach would be to 
withdraw the appeal so the board 
could issue a negative determina- 
tion on the smaller parcel involved 
in the relocation, With a negative 
determination, ‘there is no need to 
file a notice of intent since there is 
no affect on wetlands, 


Met Life plan okayed 
by conservation

Met Life's proposed two-building 
industrial park expansion on the 
shore of Ames Pond was granted 
this week by the Tewksbury Con- 
servation Commission -- sort of. 
The board voted 5-2 on Monday 
night to issue an order of conditions 
for the project, with Phil Stone and 
Chairman Gail Perdicaro voting 
nay, but the extra conditions added 
to most approvals will have to wait 
until the board's next meeting, on 
Nov. 21, before being decided. 
Commissioner Richard "Pete" 
Hanson made the motion to issue 
the order of conditions, subject to 


writing and approving the added _ 


conditions before the next meeting. 

An order of conditions from the 
conservation commission states any 
wetlands protection measures that 
must be followed during actual 
work on the site. A follow-up 
certificate of compliance must be 


issued before occupancy is allowed. 
Most orders of condition have extra 
stipulations added. 

One such condition, suggested by 
Commissioner Pete Peters, asks 
that Met Life transfer ownership of 
Ames Pond to the town. Peters said 
he could find no legal reasons for 
denying the project, but added that 
the legality of transferring the pond 
might be called into question. 

Commissioner Donna Harrington 
countered that no support has been 
forthcoming from any other town 
officials about transferring Ames 
Pond into town ownership, and 
Commissioner Bob Greenleaf said 
that a lawsuit may be filed over the 
order of conditions, no matter what 
the board's decision. 

Harrington said that most people 
never knew Amés Pond was private 
property, which has only added to 
the confusion. >)

Residents who take part in 
the testing program are asked to fill 
out a confidential questionnaire. 

This is homeowners’ second 
chance to take advantage of this 
service. The first Wilmington ra- 
don program is now being used as 
an "example" by other towns 
looking to institute a similar pro- 
gram, said Erickson Monday night. 
Erickson added he is proud of the 
fact that by going out to bid and 
making the process competitive, 
“inadvertantly, we have lowered 
the price of radon testing in 
Massachusetts."

McCoy had 
asked to be part of the team but was 
voted down by his board. 

In some harsh words, Stewart 
told McCoy "if there's a negotiation 
breakdown, I will blame you per-

Three of the warrant articles at town meeting next 
week deal with the structure and election of two 
committees in Wilmington. While both Articles Eight 
and Nine seek to change the local school committee from 
an even to an odd number board, Article 13 proposes 
major changes in the make-up of the board of selectmen. 

The school committee articles come in the wake of a 
chairmanship deadlock last spring. And although some 
have suggested a change in the number of school 
committee members would require legislative approval, 
the state says otherwise. According to David Sullivan, 
the general legal counsel at the state secretary's office, 
"The general laws allow a town meeting to set the 
number of school committee members." Sullivan goes 
on to say that any change in the committee numbers 
would "go into effect at the next annual local election, 
without any state approval needed.” 

If Article Eight or Nine is successful, it will be due to 
the consensus in the community that the school 
committee should be structured to avoid any future 
chairmanship deadlocks. 

It is Article 13 which is the most intriguing item on 
Monday night's agenda. Proposed by Dennis and Sandy 
Volpe, Article 13 would establish a seven member board 
of selectmen, with six members elected by precinct and 
one member elected at-large. There would be staggered 
terms similar to the present, and if the article is adopted 
those selectmen living in the same precinct would face a 
run-off election. 

In an interview on Monday, Dennis Volpe said his 
reasons for drafting Article 13 center around the 
challenges faced by every neighborhood in Wilmington. 
“When you look across town and see what each area is 
being confronted with; traffic on Salem Street, a new 
hotel or nursing home, and Chapter 774 housing, you 
Tealize that there is no leadership from the board, despite 
what the homeowners want", said Volpe. "We're making 
decisions for profit and not for homeowners." 

As an alternative, Volpe is advocating Article 13 as , 
something that "gives the selectmen an identifiable 
constituency, and the neighborhoods an identifiable 
advocate." Volpe says that selectmen elected by precinct 
will have a "vested interest in their area", and will 
subsequently be more accountable. 

As a result, the centerpiece of Article 13 appears to be 
greater protection of the neighborhgods..._ 

But already, Volpe has run into some opposition to his 
proposal, and it eminates from the board of selectmen. 
‘The chairman of the board has questioned Volpe's article 
on two points, with the first being that other towns in the 
area don't elect sclectmen by precinct. Volpe counters 
that what the other towns are doing isn't his concern, and 
that, "we should care about Wilmington." The second 
objection is that with Article 13 people would be voting 
only for two selectmen - their precinct representative 
and the at-large selectman. Volpe responded to this 
criticism by saying, "We shouldn't mix quality with the 
quantity of representation.” ‘5 

And as for the availablity of precinct candidates, 
Volpe says he has already heard from four people in‘his 
own area who will run if Article 13 passes. "I submit this 
will encourage people to run. The costs will be less, and 
there will be no special interest groups except for 
homeowners; and it's about time we homeowners were a 
special interest group.” 

According to state legal counsel David Sullivan, 

- Article 13 would require legislative approval. And if 
successful, it would immediately create a run-off election 
in Precinct Five between selectmen Cain and Stewart. 
Volpe points to Stewart as the biggest opponent of his 
article, but intends to make a point on Monday evening. 
"Tm going to make sure that people question his motives. 
Is he questioning this for purity, or because he'd be 
facing a run-off election?"

Where are the champions? 
by Arlene Surprenant 

One article on Wilmington's special town meeting warrant 
seems to have gotten lost in the shuffle of affordable housing, 
rezoning, and school issues. Yet that afticle, if passed, could 
have serious repercussions on town government for years to 
come. 

Article 13 asks voters to amend the Town Charter to elect 
selectmen by precinct. Since Wilmington has six precincts, that 
would involve a change from the current five-member board to 
a seven-member board. The seventh selectman would be elected 
at-large. According to the article, six of the selectmen would 
have to live in the precincts they represent. All would serve for 
a period of three years. 

Any change to the Town Charter requires that a bill be filed 
with the state legislature. If the article is approved, two of the 
Present selectmen would face a run-off election since they both 
come from the same precinct. P 

Though there may be disadvantages, “Article 13 is worthy of 
your consideration, if for no other reason than it makes town 
leaders more accountable for problems in their own backyards. 
Too often, selectmen lack a feel or an appreciation for 
neighborhood issues which arise, simply because those issues 
don't affect them. Like legislators who have to answer to 
hometown constituents for the way they vote, selectmen should 
be held accountable as well. 

Article 13 secks a retum to grassroots democracy where even 
the "little guy” has a voice, in the form of someone who will act 
as champion for his cause. Though Wilmington's five selectmen 
give many hours to the town without pay and though some have 
taken heat for strong stands on certain issues, the fact remains 
that there are still two precincts in town not represented on that 
board. Some people, like the article's petitioner Dtnnis Volpe, 
think it's time for a change. i} 

"Some areas of town are not Well represented. For instance, 
we've never had representation on this side of town," said 
Volpe, who is in Precinct One. Volpe said he isn't the only 
resident concemed with this imbalance. At least 150 others who 
signed his petition are reportedly concerned with "how business 
is conducted in this town." 

In a recent interview, Volpe claimed that a lot of 
neighborhood issues, like the Salem Strect truck exclusion and 
the hotel on West Street, are going unresolved. 

"Who's carrying the torch for the homeowner? Nobody," said 
Volpe, as he called for a return to the grassroots and a more 
representative form of government. : 

“Elected representatives are representatives of the people. 
They're representatives of the taxpayers. They're 
Tepresentatives of the rank and file, They're not re- 
Presentatives of special interests like developers and others," * 
stated Volpe. * : 

Volpe said the article would force citizens to take a long, hard 
look at what is going on in Wilmington and this, he said, was 
“healthy” for the town. 

Though he had no predictions on the outcome of the town 
meeting vote, which he would like taken by secret ballot, he 
maintained "it's hard to vote against an article which would 
improve tha voice of taxpayers, who are the real backbone of 
this town.” 

If a majority of voters approve the change, Volpe predicts 
more people would be encouraged to run for office. He claims 
today's races are primarily popularity contests where candidates 
tun on their names. Volpe also deplores the practice of trying to 
outspend the opposition. The winiling candidate, he said, is often 
the person who spends the most.money; not the Person with the 
best qualifications or the candidate most in tune with current 
issues. 

A selectmen, explained Volpe, should have an "identifiable 
constituency" and a "vested interest" in the same issues as the 
citizens who voted him into office. 

“If neighborhood concems counted at all, why haven't some 
major issues in the past been resolved to neighbors’ satisfaction? 
Where," he asked repeatedly, "are the champions?"

In 
that amount of time one could do 
litle or nothing. Using this 
advantage the developer went ahead 
and laid out a subdivision including 
in many of the lots, areas of Patches 
Pond. How greedy can developers 
get? Planning boards comment: "It 
had no zoning laws to stop them.” 
Who's fault is that? Who else 
Presents to the residents for their 
protection zoning bylaws? Without 
protective laws one can expect 
more of the same to happen. 

This question needs to be asked 
“Why the big push for the present 
proposed bylaws without 
protection of our most vital 
commodity, water!"

You probably think of it as Avco. 
The plant at 201 Lowell St., Wil- 
mington went under that name for 
nearly 30 years, until a recent 
merger with Textron. 

“Now called Textron Defense 
Systems, the plant specializes in 
state-of-the-art technology for this 
country's strategic and tactical 
defense systems. 

The manager of, marketring 
communications, Donald L. Con- 
solmagno said that "Textron is the 
tenth or eleventh largest providers 
of defense and aerospace products 
in the United States." 

Textron Defense Systems is one 
of 13 units of the Acrospace 
Technology sector of Textron Inc. 

TDS develops and produces some 
of the most advanced technology 
weapon systems of the U.S. 
Department of Defense. It is one of 
the Ieading suppliers of strategic 
systems for the U.S. Air Force. 

According to Consolmagno it is 
the primary manufacturer of re- 
entry systems for the MX"missile 
which is used as a deterrent against

Soviet attack. Also TDS has been a 
part of the Peacekeeper (MX 
missile team sice 1979, 

In its tactical systems TDS is 
developing a family of "smart 
anti-armor munitions" based of its 
Skeet warhead technology. 

"The Skeet Smart Warhead is like 
a sensor" said Consolmagno.

The AFS in 
New York, he reports, tries to 
"match" students with local 
familics.

‘Consultant says ‘serious 


limitations’ to proposed sludge site 


The proposed 50-acre sludge 
Processing site for the MWRA in 
North Wilmington has many 
unsuitable and negative aspects, too 
many to be of value for the 

service. So says the HHM 
Associates of Concord, environ- 
mental consultants. HHM sub- 
mitted, on Nov. 3 what it feels will 
be its last report to the Sludge 
Siting Task Force, of the towns of 
Wilmington and Andover. 

The North Wilmington site had 
been under consideration as a site 
for composting sludge from the 
Boston arca sewers, the material 
that is now being discharged into 
Boston harbor. A dozen possible 
sites had becn named in Eastern 
Massachusetts by the Massachusetts 


Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA). 
To local residents it seems im- 


possible that such a site should be 
chosen, but in July 1987, when 
MWRA named its possible sites, the 
North Wilmington site was on the 
list. 

A Sludge Siting Task Force was 
formed by the town manager. In 
that task force were persons of 
technical and legal background, 
including Selectman Daniel Ballou 
Jr., former sclectman George W 
Boylen, Jr., Peter G. Breen, , 
Joseph F. Courtney, Esq., Rocco V. 
DePasquale, Ervyl H. Stewart, and 
Frederick Sullivan. 

Later, when it became apparent 
that Andover would also ave to 
face problems from the ¢coposed 
sludge processing two persons 
from that town were added to the 
list. 

Last month, the MWRA recom- 
mended that the Wilmington site be 
placed in reserve status until 
October 1989. At that time final 
evaluation for site or sites is 10 be 
carried out 

The proposal for the Wilmington 
site would have meant 50 to 60 
trailers, every day, five days a 
week, each carrying 40 cubic yards 
of studge, from Lynn to 
Wilmington. This number would 
later increase significantly, aggra- 
vating the poor traffic conditions 
near the site. This, and other 
factors led Wilmington to receive 
the lowest traffic ratings with 
respect to traffic safety concerns. 

MWRA did a traffic survey at 
Route 125 and Andover Street and 
characterized the intersection as 
one of frequent congestion and 
delay. No relief from the present 
traffic conditions could be forseen. 
Three developments were noted as 
being completed in the near future: 
a) Whitefield Elm Village, 43 
residential units; b) Upton Driye 
commercial development and the 
Tambone Research Technology 
Park, along Ballardvale Road. 

In addition there is planning for 
reconstsuction at some unknown 
date for the intersection of Route 
93-and Rovte 125. This, with an

additional 50 to 100 trucks every 
day for the site would make 
conditions even worse. 

Capacity problems 

Because the proposed operation 
would be located on the westerly 
side of the 50 acre site there would 
be problems with the-waste watcr, 
HMM pointed out. The average 
flow per day would be 210,000 
gallons, and the peak flow 360,000. 
‘The sewer connection would be the 
existing 12 inch gravity sewer on 
Ballardvale Strect in Wilmington 
Sewer District Six. 

That sewer system was designed 
for a peak flow of 19,150 gallons 
per day. The peak flow from the 
composting site would be 360,000 
gallons per day. Even if 
surcharging (excecding the de- 
signed capacity) was allowed, the 
design of the Pilcher Drive 
pumping station would have to be 
upgraded and there would also be 
problems downstream, at other 
pumping stations, which would 
mean extensive cvaluation and 
upgrading. 

MWRA recognized that the 
210,000 gallons per day of potable 
water use for the composting 
operation could not be siiplied by 
the Wilmington water supply. An 
interconnection would have to be 
made with Woburn's water distri- 
bution system, 5.5 miles away. 

In summary, MWRA. said, 
Wilmington cannot supply the 
amount of watcr required. A 
significant study and upgrading of 
Woburn's and Wilmington's water 
distribution systems would be 
required. 


Air analysis 

The maximum air quality impact 
would occur just west of Fosters 
Pond, in Andover, half a mile from 
the Wilmington site, duc to odors 
from the composting operations. 
Andover Street in Wilmington and 
Rattlesnake Road in Andover, with 
moderaicly dense neighborhoods, 
were named as. being in the direc- 
tion of the predicted air impacts. 

In summary, the report said 
“odors from fugitive or process 
sources would impact on residential 
areas to the north and east of the 
Wilmington site”. 

Other areas of impact were 
named by HMM: The Wilmington 
Town Forest, a passive recreational 


area, is 600 fect north of the 
Wilmington site, where the 
Conservation Commission has 
plans for upgrading trails an 

off-strect parking to encourage 
recreational use; Camp Forty Acres 
is about 3400 feet north of the 
Wilmington site, a place that is used 
as a year-around recreational 
resource. It serves the handicapped 
through the Wilmington Recreation 
Department. Camp Forty Acres is 
also used for overnight scouting 
and camping. 

Many other sites were mentioned: 
The Sciarappa Farm of 72 acres, 
1400 feet to the cast of the 
Wilmington site, actively cultivates 
12 to 15 acres of vegetable 
production, and Fosters Pond in 
Andover is a large residential and 
recreational area. 

Additional sensitive receptors 
were named-including Wilmington 
schools, the Regional Health 
Center, the Buzzell Senior center, 
and Elderly Housing. Also named 
was the Cuddle Care Preschool and 
Nursery Center in Andover, 

Archaeological resources 

Significant wetlands resources 
are present in the site, and a great 
deal of mitigation planning and 
design would be required to 
prevent construction and operation 
impacts. 

The Public Archaeology Labora- 
tory, Inc. (PAL) performed a 
reconnaissance level survey of the 
site in June 1988 for the MWRA, 
Pal determined that there are three 
areas of high archacological 
sensitivity of the Wilmington site. 
Two are located in the western 
portion of the site, where the 
composting ,facilitics were to_be 
located. A high probability oXi&s of 
finding an archacologicat deposit 
and further subsurface testing 
would be required before 
construction began. The general 
area is archacologically sensitive. 
In the1940s, 116 Indian sites were 
identified in the Shawsheen River 
Valley. There is a high probability 
of revealing archacological sites 
which could significantly delay or 
alter construction plans. 

HHM Associates summed up the 
‘study by reporting that the "serious 
limitations” should be sufficient for 
the MWRA to no longer consider 
the Wilmington site for inland 
sludge processing.

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Deer dre good, but hardly perfect

Saddle up, kids. 

Some of you will be heading off 
‘to New Hampshire this weekend, 
for the start of the rifle-shotgun 
deer season, while some of us will 
just hang tough until Massachusetts 
deer come under the gun at the end 
of this month. 

If you've bagged a few deer in 
your day, lucky you. Good luck for 
‘a repeat, If you haven't, have a safe 
and fruitful time, and enjoy your 
hunt to the fullest. 

Your quarry, should you decide 
to chase it, is a relatively large beast 
living in woods where people only 
‘expect to see squirrels and twecty 
birds. The deer are out there, big 
and fat, and this year's harvest may 
set a few records. 

However, deer are hardly stupid, 
as we all know, but they do have a 
few chinks in their armor that are 
worth taking to heart. If you know 
@-buck’s weak spots, you stand a 
better chance of filling out your 
deer tag this scason. 

It's widely known that deer have 
terrific’ senses of sight, hearing and 
smell, But what isn't so well known 
is that most deer just don't use their 
God-given talents very well, - 


You'd think that deer would be 
able to identify every rock and log 
in their home territory, since they 
live there all year long. Not so. 
Only those things that move are 
closely studied. If it doesn't move, 
the deer don't pay a smidgeon of 
attention. Sit absolutely still and the 
deer will almost step on your foot. 
T've had it happen. Also, get in the 
habit of taking two steps, then look, 
three steps, and look again. They do 
it, 80 why don't you? 

Deer have terrific hearing, but 
again, they don't use it well. Try to 
walk silently through dry leaves. 
Can't do it? Don't feet bad -- deer 
can't walk silently in the dry woods 
either, A buck in thé woods sounds 
almost exactly like a hunter, unless 
the critter is alarmed and bouncing 

off at full speed, In fact, with four

legs crunching the leaves instead of 
our two, a deer is even noisier that 
a human. 

Sometimes, the deer can be clever 
about the noise. On one outing the 
leaves were as dry as com flakes, 
and I couldn't hear a thing moving, 
in any direction. But I later found a 
whole herd of deer hiding in a pine 
thicket, not 100 yards away, where 
the quiet needles hushed their steps. 
Hmmmm, Clever indeed, 

T've had at least ten deer in my 
time walk within 50 yards of my 
position, but the sound was so much 
like a human that I hardly gave it 
much thought. Once, in fact, the 
sound came from the direction of 
my brother, who was seated just up 
the hill, and we later discovered a 
set of fresh tracks passing between 
our two stands. I prefer not to make 
that mistake anymore. 

To flip that coin a bit, deer may 
make a lot of noise walking, but 
they alWays take a long look to see 
what's making the crunches. If it's 
another deer, they wait and say hi 
to each other. If it's a human they 
either hit the afterbumers, or else 
they lie down and blend into the 
forest floor. 


Say what? Deer don't hide? Oh 
yes they do. In one experiment that 
was held inside a fenced compound, 
both deer and hunters were hooked 
up with radio direction beepers. On 
more*than one occasion during the 
experiment, hunters walked within 
ten feet of hidden deer, but all the 
hunters came back griping that the 
deer had left the area, since none of 
the hunters had seen a thing. Deer 
have nerves of stainless stecl, when 
they feel like it. 

Oh, and one footnote to a deer's 
sense of hearing -- shuddup. If you 
really want to scare a buck out of 
his antlers, just say hello to him ina 
plain voice, Always whisper in the 
deer woods, and use hand gestures 
whenever possible. To imagine the 
effect of your voice on a deer, think 
of how you'd feel if you turned on 
your car radio one day and heard: 


“Incoming Soviet ballistic missiles 
have been detected. Take cover. 
‘This is not a drill.” 

Deer also have a legendary sense 
of smell, but again they don’t use it 
well. Those same deer that went 
walking in front of me had their 
noses a-twitch because they could 
smell me, but since I wasn't moving. 
they couldn't locate me. They just 
kept strolling along. A buck will 
circle downwind to verify your 
identity by use of smell, but only if 
you've given him some reason to 
suspect you're there, such as noise. 

Which leads me to a theory: Deer 


rely on their senses, but it takes two - 


sensory inputs before they decide to 
bolt, with sight being the preferred. 
sense. If a buck hears something, 
he'll look to see what it is before 
charging off. 


Deer may get nervous when they 
smell a human, but they won't tisk 
giving away their location with a 
full-scale escape unless sight and-or 
sound confirms the enemy contact. 
Which also means you can throw 
those horrendous deer scents away. 
(I've got stories about them, too. 
But not right now.) 


And part three violates the two- 
senses rule -- deer will stop and 
look if they see something, but the 
sight of a human is enough warning 
for them. No second input’needed. 

They can hear you, smell you and 
sec you, so let them make the noise, 
not you. Let them move, not you. 

nd don't worry much about smell 

You just stink. Sorry.
